Finland, in fact, suffera (in its 
own view) from being too little 
known abroad, capecially in 
Britain, Far too many pcople, 
my Finnish friends tell me, are 
still uncertain whether Finland 
is a Baltic or a Balkan country. 
Even then it is not generally 
realised that English is taught 
as a third language (the others 
being Finnish and Swedish) in 
every Finnish school and that it 
is probably the cheapest country 
in Eurpoe to travel in or live in. 

If I were asked to name the 
one factor that makes Finland 
different from every other 
country I have visited and is the 
key to much of the physical 
fitness, mental alertness and 
spiritual balance which gives 
the. inhabitants their air of 
healthy contentment J should 
say at once the Finnish bath. 

From the earliest times Finns 
have been accustomed to steam 
themselves at least once a 
week into a parboiled pinkness 
in a smoke-blackened wooden 
hut, throwing ladles of water on 
to hot stones to raise the tem- 
perature until every impurity is 
boiled oul of their systems, 
finally jumping into the nearest 
lake for'a swim or, in winter, 
rolling in the snow.

wood and asymmetry of design. 

In sculpture, particularly in 
granite, the sensitive work of 
Vaino Aaltonen, whom I visited 
in his studio outside Helsinki, 
deserves to be much more wide- 
ly known,

Dropped By R.A.F.

LONDON, Sept. 17 (British 
Wireless).——-The text of the 
accond and third series of leaflets 
distributed by ILA. Aircraft 
over Germany were issued by the 
Ministry of Information — to- 
night. The second, ns already 
reported, is the address to the 
German People by Mr. Nevill} 
Chamberlain, which was broad-' 
east in German on the night of 
the outbreak: of war. 

The third reads as follows:
